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Anew  COV'KR  encloses  the  Burk  this 
month.  When  an  opportunity  for  im- 
provement in  the  appointments  of  the  Burr 
])resents  itself,  we  are  always  ready  to  seize  it. 
We  can  only  hope  that  this  change  in  the  cover 
will  recommend  itself  to  your  attention  as  an 
improvement.  It  is  the  purpose  of  the  Board 
to  raise  the  college  paper  to  the  highe.st  degree 
of  excellence  attainable  with  the  material  which 
is  at  hand.  In  picking  up  a paper  or  magazine, 
if  an  inappropriate  or  hideous  cover  strikes  the 
eye,  a prejudice  against  the  contents  is  imme- 
diately formed  in  the  mind, such  as  would  be  en- 
tertained again.st  a fine  picture  in  an  ugly  frame. 
The  idea  may  exist  that  the  demon  of  change 
possesses  us  but  the  design  is  merely  by 
experiment  to  hit  upon  something  appro- 
priate and  unique,  which  may  then  be  allowed 
peacefully  to  surround  itself  with  all  the  odor 
of  antiquity  desirable.  We  are  indebted  to 
Mr.  Leighton  Howe  for  the  design.  Having 
said  this,  the  cover  is  resigned  to  your 
criticism. 

/\  NEW  YEAR  has  dawned  upon  us,  in 
^ fact  has  rather  unceremoniously  intruded 
itself  upon  our  notice,  compelling  a little  atten- 
tion to  be  paid  to  its  possibilities  and  opportu-  ' 


nies.  What  are  they?  In  the  first  place,  we 
lose  “eighty-five,”  and  gain  “eighty-nine.” 
Eighty-fiv'e  is  an  old  landmark,  but  must  go 
the  way  of  all  humanity.  The  contemplation 
of  eighty-nine  we  willingly  resign  to  those, 
who  will  at  her  advent,  be  sophomores.  We 
hope  to  see  piles  of  stones  and  lumber,  at  least, 
in  the  park,  betokening  the  construction  of  the 
new  chapel.  Should  the  conception  of  new 
dormitories  spring  from  the  brains  of  the 
trustees,  during  the  coming  year,  it  would  act 
like  a pleasant  surprise  on  the  .student  of 
Bohemian  vagaries. 

Turning  from  buildings  to  students,  the 
present  year  will  doubtless  see  the  foot-ball 
team  reaping  rich  fruits  from  la.st  Fall’s  expe- 
rience ; it  will  hear  the  glee  club  warbling  more 
audibly  for  the  delectation  of  Bethlehem  and 
other  towns,  and,  it  may  be  hoped,  will  seethe 
fickle  godde.ss  giving  rather  more  definite 
demonstrations  of  good-will  at  the  Inter- 
collegiate sports,  than  la.st  year.  The  tennis 
outlook  is  especially  encouraging,  in  fact  rich 
with  possibilities.  The  usual  number  of  clubs 
will  be  started  and  abandoned,  and  the  usual 
amount  of  grumbling  will  be  done  at  things  in 
general;  but,  upon  the  whole,  it  is  with  assur- 
ance that  we  congratulate  the  college  upon  the 
auguries  of  an  unusually  prosperous  year. 

^ I '''HE  Winter  .sports  this  year  promi.se  to 
be  peculiarily  interesting.  The  two 
classes,  into  which  these  sports  have  been 
divided — sparring  'and  general  gymnastics — 
will  occur  on  consecutive  Saturdays,  and  not 
on  the  same  day  as  heretofore.  The  exact 
date  has  not  yet  been  determined  upon.  The 
programme  will  be  as  follows  : 

First  Saturday — heavy,  middle,  and  light 
weighty  boxing,  and  tug-of-war.  A special 
attraction  in  the  boxing  line,  will  be  the  exhi- 
bition of  scientific  hitting  between  Mr.  William 
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Dole,  instructor  in  boxing  at  Cornell,  and 
Lehigh’s  instructor,  i\Ir.  Seely. 

Second  Saturday — Indian  club  and  dumb- 
bell drill,  fencing,  double  trapeze,  standing  high 
jump,  horizontal  bar,  and  tumbling.  The 
exhibition  on  the  parallel  bars  will  be  conducted 
in  a new  way.  The  competitors  will  be  ar- 
ranged according  to  class.  All  of  the  members 
of  a class  will  try  the  feats  in  succession.  As 
the  feats  become  more  difficult,  those  who  are 
unable  to  accomplish  them  will  drop  out,  and 
the  one  who  holds  out  the  longest  will  be 
considered  the  victor. 

This  programme  seems  to  assure  a v'ery  in- 
teresting exhibition,  and  should  the  students 
see  fit  to  strengthen  Mr.  Herrick’s  hands  in 
the  matter,  they  will  find  it  a paying  invest- 
ment. 

The  rumored  establishment  of  a Draimitic 
Association  among  the  students  is  a 
capital  scheme.  Among  nearly  three  hun- 
dred men,  there  must  certainly  be  an 
abundance  of  talent  of  this  order,  which  only 
awaits  the  opportunity  of  making  itself  appar- 
ent. Two  or  three  entertainments  during  the 
winter  would  make  most  pleasant  breaks  in 
the  routine  of  Bethlehem  life.  With  such  an 
organization  in  our  midst,  the  poignancy  of 
our  grief  at  the  loss  of  the  Opera  House  would 
be  alleviated,  not  to  mention  the  credit  of  dis- 
covering to  the  world  a dozen  Irvings,  more 
or  less. 

A Dramatic  Association  once  started,  it  is 
safe  to  predict  success,  and  the  speedy  adoption 
of  the  buskin  to  take  the  place  of  the  now 
abandoned  foot-ball  shoe. 


■^I^HOSE  who  expect  to  take  part  in  the 
Spring  games,  at  other  colleges,  arc 
already  training.  To  ask  any  of  our  students 
to  indulge  in  such  a preposterous  eccentricity 
would  no  doubt  excite  his  undisguised  aston- 
ishment if  not  his  sense  of  the  ridicuious.  Our 
wish  is  only  to  call  attention  to  the  fact.  Let 
the  student  do  what  he  will  with  it.  We  have 


a gymnasium  and  every  facility  for  aiding  the 
man,  whose  college  spirit  has  enough  vitality 
to  induce  him  to  begin  training  early  and 
systematically.  Every  one  will  admit  that  this 
is  the  only  way  to  succeed — to  get  any  one  to 
act  upon  it  is  a different  thing.  To  the  general 
indifference  we  have  one  prai.seworthy  exception 
to  make.  The  tug-of-war  team  has  commenced 
training.  We  cannot  forget  that  they  were  the 
redeeming  feature  in  last  year’s  representation 
at  the  Inter-collegiate  games.  Give  them  a 
cordial  support ; and  you  can  do  so  most 
effectively  by  going  to  the  gymnasium  any 
afternoon  at  five  o’clock,  and  pulling  against 
them.  La.st  year,  in  order  to  get  the  necessary 
practice,  they  were  very  frequently  obliged  to 
call  in  the  aid  of  the  director  and  assistant. 
They  should  not  be  obliged  to  resort  to  such 
an  expedient  this  year. 

Athletics  seem  to  claim  more  of  the 
time  of  faculties,  at  the  ])resent  day,  than 
more  distinctively  collegiate  topics.  The 
Harvard  Faculty  gleefully  writhes  in  accumu- 
latine  evidence  of  the  immoral  tendencies  of 
foot-ball,  and  prohibits  its  cultivation  unless 
the  student  of  delicate  physique  right  gallantly 
arrayed  in  bib  and  tucker,  kicks  just  five  pounds 
avoirdupois,  and  stands  out  of  sight  of  the  rest 
of  the  team  The  Princeton  Faculty,  whose 
perfect  system  of  espionage  over  the  students 
has  become  deservedly  celebrated,  refuse  to 
give  food  to  the  tongue  of  scandal,  by  allowing 
any  more  barbarous  “ games  ” to  waft  their 
unhallowed  clamors  through  the  Princeton 
atmosphere.  These  conscientious  gentlemen 
are  taking  a great  deal  of  trouble,  and  making 
a great  deal  of  noise — relics  of  a well-nigh 
pre-historic  period  of  the  college  faculty. 

There  are  more  effective  modes  of  re- 
straining an  abnormal  growth  of  athletics, 
than  proclamations  and  prohibitions,as  Lehigh’s 
PAculty  has  found.  The  interest  which  a stu- 
dent feels  in  the  race-track  varies  inversely  as 
the  number  of  hours  spent  in  the  laboratory 
and  lecture-room.

A in  the  catalogue  line.  It  does  not  pro- 
fess to  be  a monument  of  literary  taste — it  is 
simply  and  severely  statistical,  and  in  this  light 
bears  close  scrutiny.  Some  of  the  cast-iron 
phrases  which  have  appeared  in  every  Register 
during  our  experience,  have  been  renovated 
or  omitted,  to  the  infinite  delight  of  those  who 
have  been  bored  for  years  by  their  monotony. 

It  is  hard  to  catch  the  idea  of  the  “Tabular 
Almanac”  as  a frontispiece,  but  it  looks  well. 
The  introduction  of  some  new  .styles  of  “head- 
ings” is  a marked  improvement.  A new  course 
makes  its  appearance  under  the  name  of  “ The 
Advanced  Course  in  Electricity.”  The  number 
of  students  is  given  as  three  hundred  and  seven, 
which  seems  to  include  representatives  from 
nearly  all  .sections  of  the  habitable  globe. 

We  await  with  anxiety  the  time  when  the 
list  of  alumni  shall  exceed  proportions  small 
enough  to  find  admission  into  the  Register. 
This  savors  a little  too  strongly  of  a boarding- 
school  annual,  to  recommend  itself  to  the  favor 
of  those  who  desire  the  maintenance  of  the 
dignity  of  the  Register.  We  would  also  will- 
ingly  forego  the  pleasure  of  seeing  the  names 
of  those  who  contribute  pebbles  and  stuffed 
canaries  to  the  museum,  dropped  from  the  list 
of  attractions.  On  the  whole  the  Register 
betrays  the  hand  of  progress. 


'^^HE  Gymnasium  de.servcs  other  occupants 
through  the  coming  term,  than  the  dis- 
sipated freshman  silently  and  sadly  playing  his  1 
bad  game  of  billiards  or  jjool,  and  the  gaudily  j 
attired  man  with  sinews  of  iron,  flinging  him- 
.self  with  easy  grace  from  ring  to  ring  and  bar  I 
to  bar.  The  gymnasium  is  the  place  for  hops  | 
j>ar  e.rce/lcHce.  See  that  its  polished  floors  and  : 
ceilings  resound  with  the  orchestral  music  of  at 
least  three  of  these  during  the  next  five  months. 

The  scheme  is  simple — one  before  Lent, 
one  after— call  it  athletic,  or  what  you  will; 
and  the  grand  climax  in  the  junior  reception.  ' 
The  junior  class,  of  course,  hold  the  fate  of  | 
the  latter  in  their  hands,  and  it  is,  according  to  1 


all  accounts,  an  event  to  which  we  may  look 
forward  with  assurance.  The  other  two  are 
mere  matters  of  prophecy.  Not  that  they 
should  be  such,  but  merely  because  the  .student 
is  a creature,  whose  mind  is  a curious  piece  of 
mechanism,  deep,  dark,  and  rendering  prophecy 
with  regard  to  its  actions  a bootless  task. 
Numerical  calculation,  which  is  the  nearest 
approach  to  the  probability  of  the  success  of 
the  scheme,  at  which  we  can  arrive,  shows 
enough  men  to  be  able  to  carry  through  two 
hops  before  June.  As  is  well  known,  nothing 
is  more  effective  in  bringing  the  college  into 
social  prominence  than  these  hops,  and  no 
mile-stones  in  the  dreary  length  of  the  term, 
are  more  joyfully  greeted  than  thc.se  two  or 
three  escapes  from  the  obtrusive  ministrations 
of  the  Faculty. 

Einancial  considerations  are  not,  according 
to  experience,  at  all  an  insuperable  ob-stacle. 
The  principal  unknown  cjuantity  is  the  energy 
requisite  to  put  things  in  train.  We  leave 
numerical  computations  and  science  in  general 
here,  and  betake  ourselves  to  faith. 

IN  looking  over  the  annuals  published  in  past 
years  at  Lehigh,  one  cannot  but  be  struck 
by  the  absence  of  .students’ societies  of  a literary 
nature.  Eor  .several  years  one  such  society 
was  annually  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  pub- 
lic, but  now  even  that  has  disappeared.  It 
would  be  difficult  to  find  another  college  so 
.sadly  lacking  in  organizations  of  this  kind. 

The  Burr  has  duly  chronicled  the  birth  of 
the  .several  societies  of  this  nature  which  have 
come  to  its  notice.  All  these,  however,  have  been 
confined  to  a comparatively  small  number  of 
.students.  To  the  best  of  our  knowledge, 
no  literary  organization  which  can  rightfully 
bear  the  praenomen  of  “The  Lehigh  University” 
will  appear  in  the  next  Epitome.  Far  be  it 
from  us  to  advocate  the  foundation  of  such  a 
society  merely  for  the  glory  of  seeing  our 
names  in  print  in  connection  therewith.  That 
plan  ha.s  been  pursued  already  too  extensively 
in  exhaustive  class  base-ball  and  musical  organ- 
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izations.  W’e  would  most  heartily  advocate 
the  establishment,  at  as  early  a date  as  possible, 
of  an  organization  which,  in  addition  to  making 
an  annual  splurge  on  paper,  will  do  something 
of  literary  benefit  to  the  mathematics-ridden  1 
student  of  Lehigh.  | 

The  field  of  work  for  such  a society  would  j 
be  large.  Regular  meetings,  at  which  original  j 
productions  should  be  read,  would  of  course  | 
form  part  of  its  work.  It  would  not  be  beyond  j 
its  scope  to  arrange  a course  of  lectures  by  ' 
eminent  mem  during  the  winter.  It  might  even  , 
go  so  far  as  to  establish  a reading-room  in  one  I 
of  the  Halls  or  elsewhere,  where  the  members, 
not  subject  to  cast-iron  rules,  could  enjoy 
papers  and  periodicals,  some  of  which  can  not  , 
be  obtained  in  the  Library,  with  a far  greater 
sense  of  individuality  and  personal  freedom 
than  is  possible  in  that  edifice. 

The  department  of  Modern  Languages 
is  one  of  the  most  important  in  the 
institution.  Does  it  receive  an  amount  of  at- 
tention commensurate  with  its  importance? 
Since  the  departure  of  the  instructors,  one  man 
has  been  attempting  to  make  three  hundred 
students  conversant  with  the  French  and  Ger- 
man languages.  Is  any  rational  human  being 
weak  enough  to  believe  that  this  thing  is 
possible  ? 

An  inspection  of  the  roster  for  this  term 
shows  that  the  professor  is  giving  twe  ty-eir/hf 
hours  a week  to  instruction  in  these  branches. 
Whether  the  hours  assigned  in  the  roster  are 
all  utilized,  is  not  a matter  for  us  to  discuss. 
The  fact  remains  the  same,  that  one  man  is 
attempting  to  do  three  men’s  work.  The  con- 
sequence is,  that  both  students  and  professor 
suffer — the  professor  is  attempting  to  do  more 
than  the  limitations  of  human  capabilities  admit 
of,  and  the  students  are  deprived  of  the  instruc- 
tion, which  the  course  laid  out  in  the  Register 
promises  them.  W’e  do  not  pretend  to  lay  the 
blame  to  any  one’s  door. 

Good  instructors  may  hav'e  offered  their 
services — they  may  not  have  done  so.  That 


is  a matter  which  rests  for  its  decision  upon 
powers  invested  with  authority.  One  thing  is 
patent — for  three  months  the  stagnation  of 
energy  in  this  department  has  been  growing, 
and  at  present  there  seems  to  be  no  desire  to 
set  things  in  order.  We  have  one  ques- 
tion to  propose  for  answer.  How  many  men 
leave  this  college  with  knowledge  enough  of 
French  or  German  to  enable  them  to  read 
currently  any  newspaper  in  either  language  ? 
And  yet  the)’  are  suppo.sed  to  study  the  litera- 
ture and  attain  conversational  ease  in  each. 
This  was  considered  a lamentable  fact  even 
when  two  men  devoted  their  time  to  instruc- 
tion. What  must  be  the  state  of  affair.-^  when 
this  number  is  halved!  Anyone  will  admit 
that  the  attempt  to  .study  French  and  German 
has  degenerated  into  the  merest  farce. 

In  all  the.se  as.sertions  we,  of  course,  except 
those  very  few  who  are  conscientiously  attempt- 
ing to  perfect  themselves  in  either  or  both 
languages,  and  in  so  doing  avail  themselves  of 
outside  aid. 

Three  hundred  students  are  surely  enough 
to  warrant  the  establishment  of  two  separate 
chairs  of  German  and  French.  Such  a course 
was  taken  in  the  department  of  Ancient  Lan- 
guages,when  the  number  of  students  increased. 
The  improvement  in  the  course  is  marked,  by 
reason  of  this  division  of  labor.  Are  the  inter- 
e.sts  of  three  hundred  students  of  any  less 
I weight  than  those  of  the  few  dozen  classicals  ? 
j Until  such  a division  is  effected,  we  need  look 
for  no  really  efficient  work  in  this  department. 

I Failing  the  division,  let  us  have  at  least  an 
instructor,  not  to  work  in  the  capacity  of  a 
galley-slave,  but  a man  of  letters,  whose  name 
and  fame  will  redound  to  the  credit  of  the 
college.  The  selection  of  course  is  "none  of 
our  business.”

thusiasm when  the  symphonies  and  sonnatas 
are  serv'ed  up,  “ done  to  a turn.” 

I crj'  to  you  from  an  agonized  spirit.  The 
flute  jigs,  the  piano  waltzes,  and  the  violin 
gets  melancholy  over  II  Trovatore,  around  me 
all  day  long.  It  is  harrassing  to  say  the  least, 
especially  when  I think  what  a nice  loud  noise 
they  all  would  make  tuned  in  concert.  Jarring 
discord  would  offend  no  more,  and  sweete.st 
minstrelsy  would  charm  and  entrance  the 
soul ! 

Look  at  this  theoretical  orche.stra  in  another 
theoretical  phase  of  its  hypothetical  existence. 
The  glee  club  gives  a concert.  This  plea.sant 
toned  orchestra  supplements  the  exertions  of 
their  brothers  who  are  vocalists,  in  concerts, 
etc.  What  is  the  effect  ? The  glee  club 
figuratively  knock  the  auditor  down.  They 
rest — he  is  rising.  Now  the  orchestra  knocks 
him  down.  And  so  this  metaphorical  knock- 
ing down  goes  on  all  evening.  The  auditor 
says  to  himself,  “ This  Lehigh  student  is  a 
very  wonderful  man  indeed.  He  is  vcr\-  fond 
of  music.”  Imightgo  onto  infinity  elaborating 
schemes  for  turning  Lehigh  into  a melodious 
Elysium,  but  I think  I have  gone  far  enough 
to  make  you  understand  what  I mean.  For 
fear  I have  not,  I will  say  again  distinctly  and 
cmjfliatically,  we  must  have  an  orchestra,  and 
that  right  soon.  Tuneful  Spirit. 

Mes.srs.  Kd.s.  Lehioh  Burr; — Let  me 
ask  whether  some  improvement 
is  not  contemplated  in  the  management 


of  the  University  Library.  La.st  year,  in  Mr. 
Leibert,  we  lost  the  only  efficient  clerk,  and 
since  then  a small  boy  has  been  required  to  do 
the  work  of  three  or  four  men,  while  the  other 
clerks  sit  around  in  a semi-somnambulistic  state; 
or  if  they  can  be  prevailed  upon  to  look  for  a 
book,  start  off  at  a-hundred-yards-an-hour 
gait,  and  do  not  return  until  the  poor  student 
has  succumbed  to  the  soporific  effect  of  waiting 
an  indefinite  period  of  time.  All  new  books 
are  allowed  to  attain  a most  venerable  and 
musty  appearance  by  lying  for  several  months, 
if  not  years,  in  the  vaults  beneath  the  building, 
before  they  are  placed  upon  the  shelves  and 
opened  to  the  use  of  the  public.  None  of  the 
best  Philadelphia  papers  are  to  be  had,  while 
Chicago,  Cincinnati,  and  Boston  papers,  do  not 
appear  at  all. 

Now  the  last  straw,  and  one  of  very  consid- 
erable size,  has  broken  the  metaphorical  camel’s 
back.  The  January  numbers  of  all  the  im- 
portant American  monthlies  and  weeklies  are 
not  to  be  had  at  the  library,  and  when  you  ask 
the  reason,  you  are  met  with  a bluff — ‘‘They 
havn’t  been  subscribed  for.”  That  is  to  say, 
with  an  endowment  fund  of  S500,000,  or  an 
annual  income  of  §30,000,  at  the  disposal  of 
the  authorities,  the  students  ask  in  vain  for 
“ Harper’s  Magazine,”  ‘‘  Harper’s  Weekly,” 
‘‘ The  Century,”  “The  Scientific  American,” 
“The  Popular.  Science  Monthly,”  “The  North 
American  Review,”  etc.,  etc.  If  these  facts  do 
not  show  a most  gross  mismanagement,  I 
will  withdraw  the  cry  for  a chaiu/e  of  adminis- 
tration. 

In  all  tho.se  departments  of  the  University, 
of  which  the  president  holds  direct  control, 
everything  is  up  to  the  required  standard,  and 
I have  yet  to  hear  a single  complaint  of  his 
management,  or  any  hint  that  improv'ements 
should  be  made.  Whj'  can  we  not  have  a 
similarily  good  manager  to  take  hold  of  the 
Library,  and  bring  it  up  to  a standard  worthy 
of  Lehigh?  Reader. 

— Prof.  Bird’s  Sunday  evening  class  begins  this  term 
with  Milton, 
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KERNELS. 

— A by-word — “The  shower  baths  are  closed  for 
repairs. 

— Five  men  are  traininij  for  the  tug-of-war — Reist, 
Richardson,  Clapp,  Jenness  and  Wetzel. 

— Professor ; “ If  these  note  books  are  not  called  for 
to-day,  I will  not  burn  them — they  will  simply  rot." 

— With  very  few  exceptions,  the  laboratory  bills  for 
the  students  in  (Qualitative  exceeded  the  520  deposit. 

— Antithesis.  — Professor.  — “ Happy  New  Year. 
Your  examination  will  be  to-morrow.  Good  morning." 

— Eighty-three  out  of  three  hundred  students  suc- 
ceeded, at  the  end  of  lastterm,  to  the  bliss.hd  state  of  the 
unconditioned.
